recognized. But it is the contention 
of this government that the British 
have no justification for forbidding 
trade between neutrals, much less 
the imposition of penalties upon neu- 
tral firms which have had dealings 
with enemy subjects. 
Mr. Polk today took up informally 
with Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, British 
Ambassador, the status of American 
firms and individuals whose names 
have been placed on the _ British 
enemy trading blacklist and with 
which all British subjects have been 
forbidden to trade. Sir Cecil insisted 
that instead of being a “blacklist” 
the statement issued by the British 
government should be regarded, in 
fact, as a “white list.” 
Before prescribing the eighty-four 
firms and individuals in this country, 
the British government obtained con- 
clusive evidence as. to their activities 
in trading with the Germans. It is 
pointed out that naturally the British 
government dées not propose to help 
American firms which are helping 
Germany and that ft would be 
against British interests to give them 
facilities for the transportation of 
their goods. 

BOON TO OTHERS. 
By specifically designating the 
firms guilty of practices objectionable 


to Great Britain, the London author- 
ities have given a clean bill of health 
to all others and this in spite of the 
fact that against many of them in- 
formation has been secured showing 
that they, too, have been engaged 
in trade with Germany and Austria. 
Sir Cecil declares positively there is 
no foundation for the statement at- 
tributed to a prominent banker that 
some thousand American firms are 
on the backlist. It is also pointed out 
in allied circles that the conduct of 
the United States during the Civil 
War furnishes ample precedents for 
the action of the London govern- 
ment. 

There were many British subjects 
domictied in Nassau and in the Ba- 
hama Islands, off the Confederate 
coast, who engaged in trade with 
southern firms. The Union promptly 
blacklisted these firms and placed 
every obstacle it could in the way 
of the transaction of business. It is 
claimed, therefore, that the United 
States has no grounds for complain- 
ing against the action of Great Brit- 
ain. Certainly these precedents wil) 
be quoted by the British authorities 
in defense of their policy in case 
the negotiations which have been 
initiated should develop to the point 
of a prote 

HOPE R ADJUSTMENT 


What the State Department de- 
‘sires is to secure an adjustment of 
the matter before the protest stage 
is reached. It is believed the informal 
discussion taking place will develop 
assurances which will afford free- 
dom of operation ee American 
firms doing business with neutrals 
and of protecting the rights and in- 
terests of those firms doing business 
with Great Britain and her colonies. 
The declaration expected from the 
British government undoubtedly wil! 
explain fully the grounds for the 
action taken against the blacklisted 
firms. 

The Dutch Minister, in his confer- 
ence today with Mr. Polk, explained 
that the British government “had 
blacklisted” Dutch firms. The pro- 
tests made by the government of The 
Hague have been wnavaliling in 
bringing about any change in Brit-

It is 
probable that my business mail and 
the reports that I have sent in to 
the German firms that I represent 
have been intercepted. I have done 
no trading in Canada or in Europe 
since the war 

Schloetelborg is an importer of 

furs, ivory and whalebone. Before 
the war he had extensive connec- 
tions with German firms in_ the 
South Sea colonies and with big im- 
porting firms in Germany. He acted 
as their representative in the North- 
west, buying large quantities of furs 
and fish products in British Colum- 
bia, Alaska and the Orient. 
The proclamation which placed 
his name on the prohibited list was 
issued at London and Ottawa, June 
1. Immediately thereafter he began 
receiving clippings of newspapers, 
principally printed in the German 
language, containing the news of the 
embargo and comments thereon. 
These reports were followed closely 
by inquiries from business houses 
over the United States with whom he 
had never had commercial connec- 
tions. 

“KEBP UP GOOD WORK.” 
“The effect of your order is to re- 
establish me in trade in the United 
States,” he wrote the authorities in 
Ottawa, “and I hope you will keep 
on with the good work.” 

Mr. Schioetelborg has been in Se- 
attle more than twelve years. He 
is an old member of the Seattle 
Chamber of Commerce and at one 
time took out his first naturaliza- 
tion papers. Compelled by business 
reasons to be out of the city when 
final hearing wag set, he lost the 
rights he had secured, he says, and 
— never since taken further ac- 
on.

TUCSON (Ariz.) July 20.—Ari-: 
zona is to compete with the valley 
of the Amazon in the production 
of rubber. The north half of the 
great Canoa ranch, in the Santa 
Cruz Valley, twenty miles south of 
Tucson, has been bought by the Ag- 
ricultural Products Corporation, a

The land was purchased from an 
association of Tucson business men, 
headed by Gen. L. H. Manning. It 
is largely light mesa soil, lying above 
gravity ditches, but it will be sup- 
plied by pumping to the extent of 
all needs of the rubber shrub. The 
plant matures in four years, and 
hence a fourth of the land will be 
planted annually.
